Theodore Arlington Bell, tem porary 
chairm an of the Democratic national 
convention, was born at Vallejo, < a. , 
Just across the slralts from the Mare 
Island N avy yard. Ju ly 2a, IS72. was 
educated In the public school* of Na 
pa, and admitted to the bar In 1893. In 
ls'dd he was elected district attorney 
if Napa county and was reelected 
gi ving eight years tn that office 
Mr Bell was elected to congress In 
1904, when tdte Democrat* elected a 
number of members from California 
by reason of the upheaval caused by 
the labor movement 
It was at ttFa 
election 
that 
blvcrnash and 
W yn n 
elected as union labor congress­ 
men from Han Francisco 
They se­ 
ised Bell of being a friend of pitttOC- 
racv especially Dial section or plutoc­ 
racy embraced In 
K. H 
H arrim an s 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company. 
Because Belt advocated a mail sub 
sidv that probably would have been 
paid to the Pacific M ail gteamers, Uv- 
ernash rose one day and accused him 
or m isrepresenting the people of his 
section of the State, the im plication 
»elng that Bell was more particularly 
the representative of the H arrim an In­
